The Lessons of Spirituaiism.

MEDIUMSHIP, 

Mediumship being the inborn faculty 
of soul power and of physical develop- 
ment, is a gift not to be lightly thrown 
aside as of litle value in the realms of 
natural causes and their sequencers. 
We compured the sitters in the circle 
to the elements of a battery and the 
medium to the connecting wire or to 
the receiver of a telegraph instrument. 
Tuis comparison is not exactly the one 
we would wish to make, but there are 
no words in our language which so 
clearly express our meaning. 

The electrician ip earth life who de- 
sires to produce a given result, knows 
that he must use a certain battery ora 
certain dynamo to produce the exact 
resultintended, and that be must wateb 
every change of temperature, moisture, 
density, etc., in the atmosphere, 80 as 
to lucrease or diminish the power of his 
electric current, So the spirit operator 
who Is secking to manifest to his friends 
in earth life or is seeking to bring about 
certain results, seeks out the medium 
and battery best euited for bis purposes. 
As a Leclanche ceil is best sui ed to a 

short circuit to furnish the current for 
electric house bells, so the home medi- 
um maybe the best at home among 
his or her own friends and not be good 
beyond that. A multiplication of the 
cells in a battery beyond a certain num- 
ber, often destroys the possibility of 
producing good results and so the in- 
troduction of new and untried elements 
in a circle produces injury to the medi- 
um and to the sitters, —- 

The question is asked, “How do the 
spirits move tables and suspend bodies 
in the air?’ This has much to do with 


the subject in band, and so we will] 


give the idea that we have formuluted 
as being the most likely to explain how 
they can levitate articles and no visible 
being be in contact with them, Let us 
look for a moment at a little experi- 
ment in science (so called material sci- 
ence.) Take any ordiuary single cell 


battery and connect its wires with a 
coil of fine insulated copper wire. 


Around the coil wrap another coarser | 


evil similarly insulated and placed at a 
distance of about three quarters of an 
inch, or an ipcb, and having no con- 
nection by means of wire or bar with 
the inner coil. Now turn on your cur- 
rent from your cell to the inner coil. If 
you counect the outer coil with two or 
dinary electrodes and hold them, you 
will receive a shock through your sys- 
tem and a powerful one. Now, how is 
this, here is this outer coil insulated 
from the inner one by the silk thread 
wrapped around each, and placed out- 
side aud ata distance of an inch, and 


having no material connection witb} 


the inuer coil; yet you receive « stroug 
current of electricity from tbis outer 
coil. If you were to take the current 
from the inner coil, you would tind that 
it was no: t as strong «as the one from the 
outer coil. The current has passed 
trom one wire to another by means of 
the air that lay betweeu them; at least 
we so sffirm, in abseuce of any other 
plausible explanation of this electrical 
pbesomenon. 

Now you may take a soft iron bar 
and place it inside of a helix of fine 
copper wire, connected with any of the 
stronger order of carbon cells, and not 
in coutact at any point with the wire
